President  Judd  asked  the  members  what  they  desired  in  the  new  year 
in  the  way  the  R.N.A.  will  be  run.  The  question  of  a Bourse  was  brought 
up  again.  After  considerable  discussion  both  for  and  against, it  was 
decided  by  a vote  of  23  to  1 to  try  the  Bourse  at  the  next  meeting.  If 
it  is  successful  it  will  be  continued  at  the  second  meeting  of  each 
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month.  The  R.N.A.  will  get  10$  of  all  sales  of  the  Bourse,  oondftoted  by 
John  Sloane.  It  was  pointed  out  that  anyone  has  the  privilege  of  making 
a private  deal  in  the  Olub  Rooms.  During  the  discussion  it  was  said  that 
open  arguments  both  for  and  against  any  subjeot  has  preserved  the  R.N.A. 
for  40  years. 

The  White  Elephant  sale  at  our  Annual  Pionio  netted  $27  which  will 
be  used  as  part  of  the  cost  of  a new  reverse  die  for  the  R.N.A.  presiden- 
tial medal.  Mrs.  8am  Thayer  was  thanked  for  the  use  of  her  home  for  the 
pionio. 

The  R.N.A.  was  asked  by  the  National  Publicity  Committee  to  invite 
the  A.N.A.  to  hold  a convention  here  sometime  in  the  near  future. 

The  Button  Club's  request  for  the  loan  of  five  of  our  oases  was 
turned  down  by  a vote  of  the  members  present. 

New  Business 

The  visitors  were  introduced  at  this  time  and  asked  to  return  at 
another  meeting. 

e Fall  meeting  of  the  R.N.A.  and  the  Buffalo  Numismatio  Association 
was  discussed  and  13  members  expressed  their  desire  to  attend.  The  secret- 
ary was  instructed  to  oontaot  the  secretary  of  the  Buffalo  olub  make 
arrangements  for  such  a get-to-gether  in  Batavia. 

At  this  time  the  application  of  Joseph  R.  Vay  was  read  for  the  third 
time  after  whioh  a unanimous  vote  of  approval  was  made.  26  votes  were  oast 

Valance  Judson  told  of  stamps  offered  him  on  a trip  to  Canada  only  to 
find  some  very  valuable  stamps  ruined.  John  Pittman  reported  a 'treasure 
find  in  Canada.  Some  gold  ooins  from  this  find  were  finally  allowed  to  be 
exported. 

After  a short  reoess  Dr.  Cady  spoke  on  the  "Two  Dollar  Bill",  point- 
ing out  various  beliefs  of  ill  luck  people  think  oome  from  their  posses- 
sion. He  told  of  its  first  appearanoe  in  1863  and  Issued  in  U.S.  Notes 
and  Silver  Certificates.  Dr.  Cady  told  of  the  one  dollar  bill  out  number- 
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ing  the  two  dollar  hill  13  to  1 in  the  U.S.  while  in  Canada  it  is  out- 
numbered only  3 to  1.  The  talk  Was  very  Informative  and  was  well  receiv- 
ed by  those  present.  Dr.  Cady  was  given  a vote  of  thanks  for  his  talk. 
The  auotion  was  oonduoted  by  Barney  Bloom  and  John  J.  Pittman  resulting 
in  the  sum  of  $3.55  being  realized  by  the  R.N.A.

Minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  were  read  and  approved 
as  read.  Accumulated  correspondence  was  read  and  disposed  of.  There  were 
no  bills.

Curator  - Mr*  Newell  reported  that  he  had  rearranged  the  oases  that  were 
disrupted  during  the  redeoorating  of  our  olub  room.

Program  Chairman  - Mr.  VandenBrul  asked  for  volunteers  to  put  on  programs 

and  wants  some  of  the  new  members  to  talk. 

Old  Business  - The  report  from  the  Secretary  of  the  B.N.A.  was  taken  up 
at  this  time  and  the  R.N.A.  decided  on  turkey  at  $1.50  per  plate.  The 
proposed  R.N.A.  and  B.N.A.  meeting  was  set  for  Saturday  October  4th. 

John  Sloane  changed  his  vote  on  the  Bourse  making  it  unanimous.  Mr.  Bauer 
offered  the  family  of  Isadore  Bernstein  the  following  resolution  by  the 
R.N.A.  "AT  our  regular  meeting  of  September  16th  a resolution  of  sympathy 
and  regret  at  the  loss  of  one  of  our  oharter  members  was  accorded.  Ve 
wish  to  extend  to  you  our  heartfelt  sympathy  of  our  members.

18th  and  19th.  Mark  M.  Saul tin  will  oonduot  the  auotlon.  Banquet  Saturday 
night.  Round  table  discussion  Sunday  by  Ray  Williamson.  Banquet  $4.00; 
Sunday  Dinner  $3.50;  Registration  fee  $1.50  inoluding  lady.  Guards  win 
be  on  duty  to  proteot  exhibits.  Mr.  Foster  reports  the  E.S.N.A.  has  $60 
to  pay  on  steel  cases.  Asked  for  more  Rochester  members  to  attend  as 
Buffalo  outnumbered  us  2 to  1 at  last  meeting. 

Mr.  George  Bauer  reported  the  loss  of  his  best  anoient  and  some  modem 
gold  coins,  inoluding  his  50  year  A.N.A.  medal.  He  is  offering  a reward 
of  $200  for  information  leading  to  the  return  of  these  items. 
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The  seoretary  reported  the  need  of  a new  duplicating  machine  to  take 
care  of  the  needs  of  the  dubs  repotts.  A motion  hy  Ur.  Bauer,  seoonded  by 
Ur*  Cox  to  purchase  the  necessary  equipment.  The  seoretary  reported  suoh 
a maohine  oan  be  had  for  about  $75  and  this  amount  was  voted  by  the  memb- 
ers present.

Edward  Bausqh,  a man  who  per- 
sonified “the  age  of  the  spirit*  of 
science/'  were  honored  yester- 
day at  the  Rochester  Museum. 

The  ceremony  in  his  memory 
was  held  on  what  one  of  the  men 
who  knew  him  well  called  “a  very 


counted  Bausch’s  engineering 
ability,  his  insistence  on  perfec- 
tion, his  sense  of  symmetry,  his 
generosity,  his  humoi  and  his 
love  of  music.  But  mostly  he 
dwelt  on  Bausch’s  “profound 
loyalty”  to  his  friends  and  the 


special  Sept.  26th.”  It  was  the 'warm  relationship  he  had  with 


100th  anniversary  of  the  birth  of 
one  of  Rochester’s  greatest  inven- 
tors. 

Appropriately,  it  was  held  in 
the  museum  building  which  he 
made  possible.

W.  STEPHEN  THOMAS,  mu- 
seum director,  called  this  “the 
age  of  the  spirit  of  science,”  and 
said  the  museum  is  helping  to 
foster  that  spirit.  . 

"That  was  what  Mr.  Bausch  did, 
whether  he  realized  it  or  not,” 
Thomas  said.  “He  made  possible 
the  great  chain  reaction  of  get- 
ting people  interested  in  science.”

M.  HERBERT  EISENHART, 
chairman  of  the  board  of  the 
Bausch  & Lomb  Optical  Co.  and 
for  many  years  an  ssociate  of 
Bausch,  told  of  the  inventor  as 
he  knew  him.

“The  tragedy  was  that  he  could 
not  live  to  see  the  museum  func- 
tion,” Eisenhart  said.  “But  it 
gave  him,  I am  sure,  the  most 
profound  pleasure  to  have  helped 
create  it.”

On  Saturday  evening,  January  3,  1953,  the  Rochester  Numismatic  Association  will 
hold  its  hist  Annual  Banquet  at  7t00  P.M.  at  the  Hotel  Seneca.  This  dinner  is 
in  honor  of  Mr.  Norman  F.  Prince,  our  UOth  President,  and  the  climax  of  the 
affair  will  be  the  presentation  of  our  cluje  medal  to  Mr.  Prince  by  our  President, 
Amim  Judd.  These  medals  have  been  issued  every  year  since  1912  and  are  presented 
to  the  President  in  a special  presentation  case  at  the  banquet. 

A new  reverse  die  has  been  adopted  this  year,  so  the  1952  medal  is  completely 
different  from  the  preceding.  The  medal,  to  be  struck  in  silver  and  bronze, 
was  sculptured  by  Alphonse  A.  Kolb,  a Rochester  artist,  and  past  president 
of  the  R.N.A. 

The  obverse  or  heads  side  of  the  medal  shows  the  portrait  of  Noraan  F.  Prince 
surrounded  with  the  inscription  "Noman  F.  Prince  XL  President  1952".  The 
main  design  of  the  reverse  is  a shield  containing  a Greek  coin,  head  of  Athena, 
surrounded  by  flowers;  and  the  inscription,  "Organized  Jan.  Uth,  1912."  Seated 
on  the  shield  is  the  Owl  of  Athens;  the  reverse  inscription  iB  "Rochester  Numis- 
matic Association  Branch  2 of  A.N.A."  (American  Numismatic  Association). 

We  would  appreciate  it  if  you  could  have  a reporter  and  photographer  available 
at  the  Hbtel  Seneca  at  6:li5  P.M.  to  cover  our  banquet  and  take  pictures  of  the 
presentation.

The  obverse  shows  the  portrait  of  Noman  F.  Prince,  40  th  pres- 
ident of  the  Rochester  Numismatio  Association  with  the  inscription, 
“NORMAN  F.  PRINCE  XL  PRESIDENT  1952a . 

The  reverse  design  is  a medalio  representation  of  the  R.  N.  A. 
seal.  This  consists  of  a shield  containing  a Creek  coin,  showing 
the  bust  of  Athena,  surrounded  by  brerches  of  flowers,  and  the  in- 
scription, “ORGANIZED  JANUARY  4th  1912“.  The  Owl  of  Athens  sits  on 
the  shield  flanked  by  a heraldic  scroll  design.  The  outer  inscription 
reads,  “ROCHESTER  NUMISMATIC  ASSOCIATION  * BRANCH  2 OF  A.  N.  A.“ 
(American  Numismatio  Association).
